Much sympathy is felt among Americans 
sr for Mr. Lamson, the American Chaplain 
at Florence; whose son is placed in a terrible 
position.

VITAL STATISTICS. 
THE YEAR 1881 AN UNUSUALLY UNHEALTHY 
ONK. , 
Speciat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 31.—The annual report of 
Dr. Nagle, Register of Vital Statistics, shows 
that the total number of deaths from small- 
pox in this city this year was 450, and from 
scarlet-fever 1,961. This is 419 more deaths 
from small-pox than in 1880, and an excess of 

71 eases of scarlet-fever. The record of all 
classes of contagious diseases shows a great 
increase over the record for 1880. - Smal!-pox 
was most prevalent in April, May, and June, 
and the fewest deaths from this cause oc- 
curred in September, when eleven deaths 
were recorded. 

THE DEATHS FROM DIPHTHERIA 
have not varied greatly, ranging from 160 in 
February to 211 this month. Until this 
month May was credited with the greatest 
number of deaths from scarlet fever, when 
191 were reported. In September only nine- 
ty-five deaths were reported from this cause, 
in November 145, but the report for Decem- 
ber shows 314 deaths. Typhus fever was 
most prevalent in April, when fifty-four 
deaths were reported. t month there 
was one death and this month two. Septem- 
ber is credited with seventy-two deaths from 
typhoid fever. The year has been unusually 

— tt the total deaths being 3,609 
against 31,957 in 1880. The number of births 
was 26,130, while in 1880 it was 27,356. ' 

THE SMALL-POX EPIDEMIC. 

The Superintendent of the Board of Health 
says that, so far as this city is concerned, 
there was a distinct beginning to the present 
sinall-pox epidemic in October, 1880, when a 
conynercial traveler came home to Harlem 
witht the disease, which be had contracted 
either in Philadeiphia or in a sleeping-car de- 
tween urg and Philadeiphia. From 
him several other cases spread in K 
which in turn spread in contagion. Addi 
tional cases of linported disease were discov- 
ered from time to time, and new centres 
of contagion were found. In Janu- 
ary, 1881, the number of cases swelled

New York, Dec. 31. ~The total number of 
business failures for the entire year 1881 
throughout the United States is stated by the 
mercantiie agency of R. G. Dun & Co. to be 
5,582, involving liabilities of slightly over 
$81,000,000. The failures for the year pre- 
Nous were only 4,735, with liabilities of $65,- 
000,000. The increase is, however, regarded 
by the agency as small in proportion to the 
enormous growth of the volume of trade, and 
especially in proportion to the number of 
persons engaged in business. Compared 
with 1878, the showing is strongly to the ad- 
vantage of the year just closed, the failures 
in that year being 10,400, and liabilities $234,- 
000,000. In the year 1881 only one person in 
every 140 engaged in business has failed, 
while in 1880 the proportion was one in every 
158, in 1879 one in every 105, and in 1578 one 
in every sixty-four. The flaures of the year 
and the facis presented are interpre by 
the agency as confirmatory of the impression 
that trade of country 1s prosperous 
and in a safe condition.

THE WALKING-MATCH. 
FITZGERALD THE WINNER. 

New York, Dec. 31.—The six days’ walk- 
ing-match closed tonight at 10 o’clock, Fitz- 
gerald coming in first with a record of 582 
miles and fifty-five yards, beating the best 
previous record (that of Robert Vint, 578 
miles, in May, 1881) by four miles and a 
few yards. The race between Noremac and 
Herty for second place was exciting, but the 
former passed Herty at-3 o’clock and led him 
to the finish. Llerty’s feet were in a terrible 
condition and it was a wonder he was abie 
to keep on the track. The records 
of the men are unusually good, 
and are as follows: Fitzgerald, 532 miles and 
55 yards: Noremac, 565 miles and 4% yards;

INCREASE OF CHIME IN CHICAGO. 

There are daily evidences of an increase of 
certain kinds of crime in thiscity. The burg- 
Jars, highway robbers, footpads, and sneak 
thieves proceed with their nefarious work in 
apparent confidence of escaping punishment. 
The only danger they run, as a rule, is in the 
resistance of the people whom they attack or 
whose houses they enter; and, as their as- 
saults are made without warning and their 
victims taken unawares, the cases in which 
the burgiar or robber is detained or injured 
are exceedingly rare. The number of burg- 
laries in the South Division has been espe- 
cially large of late. The house of one well- 
known citizen has been entered three times, 
and the aggregate loss amounts to several 
There seems to be a well- 
organized gang which “ works” a whole 
neighborhood thoroughly and then seeks a 
new field of operations. The footpads 
have grown unusually audacious from 
the immunity which they enjoy. At 
tack3 early in the evening as citizens are re- 
turning home to dinner at 6 or 6:30 o’clock 
have become numerous. One young man 
was slugged in the South Division the 
other night and thrown into an alley, where 
he lay senseless from 11 o’clock till 4 the 
next morning before he was discovered—a 
circumstance which shows that the city is 
not thoroughly patrolied, and much less pro- 
tected, by the police. This class of outrages 
has become so common that something like 
terrorism prevails among a certain class of 
people, who, owing te their position, are 
more subject than others to assault. 

The reasons for the increase of crime are 
very clear. In the first place the police force 
is too small to cover the territory, and pro- 
tect life and property. In the second place, 
the thieves and footpads are encouraged by 
the lax administration of justice in the Crim- 
inal Courts. Aside from these two causes, 
the prevailing conditions are of a char- 
acter to promote crimes which spring from 
mercenary motives. Times are easy; there 
is abundant employment at good wages; 
beggars and tramps are treated with great 
liberality; the winter has been uuusually 
mild; the public charities are numerous, and 
the poor are well cared for. The truth is 
the comparative immunity enjoyed by crim- 
nals in this city has attracted to Chicago a 
larger proportion of that ciass than the city 
oughtto have, and steps must be taken 
promptly to treat them with greater severity 
if their number is to be reduced. 

Tuk TRiBuNE has succeeded in arousiag 
public interest in the defects ana abuses of 
criminal prosecunons, and there is reason to 
hope that, in time, there shall be an intelli- 
gent effort to correct them. But such relief 
as judicial reform may bring will come slow-

ABOLISHING TRIAL BY JURY IN IRELAND. 


The British Government is yielding to the 
rash suggestions of passions which are never 
wise and al ways lead to failures, Itisnow pro- 
posed to disarm the people of Ireland, prac 
tically prociaim martial law, repeal trial by 
jury, establish civil courts with arbitrary and 
summary powers, or, in lieu of these, estab- 
lish courts-martial throughout the island. 
The Ministers and the counselors and ad- 
visers of the Ministers all think that insub- 
ordination, and discontent, and insurrection 
must be met with the severest exercise of 
force, and so agreed are they on this point 
that the only hesitation they have is due to 
an inability to concur in the particular form 
of force te be adopted. The privilege of the 
haoeas corpus has already been suspended, 
and summary arrests and imprisonment are 
already in operation, but these have had 
no other effect than to increase the popular 
irritation and further embitter the natural 
hatred of the Government that has adopted 
them. The most deeply-rooted purpose of 
the English people is to compel the Irish to 
remain part and parcel of the British King- 
dom, but the most popular and most uni- 
versal sentiment of the English people is to 
answer every Irish complaint with a blow. 
Biows are not calculated to promote harmony 
among heighbors, and when the history of 
two peoples is a story of slavery on the part 
of the conquered and despotic rule on the 
part of the othér, a continuation of the policy 
of force will not tend to remove the mutual 
antipathies of the two peoples. 

The London Pali Mall Gazette, the ablest 
Liberal journal in England, protests against 
all these coercive panaceas. They have all 
been tried over and over again, and have 
failed as remedies. Without any sympathy 
with tumult and disorder, and without any 
superstition about the subject, it objects 
to this resort first to one violent meas 
ure and then to another, It says that if it 
could be shown that temporary or local sus- 
pension of jury trial would quell the disor- 
der in Ireland it would be stupid to ob- 
ject to it Even O’Connell supported a 
Public Peace bill. It is not a question of 
principle, but one of efficacy. Would the 
suspension of jury trial accomplish what is 
sought? Suspending jury trials would not 
touch the resolution not to pay rent. 

The saspension of trial by jury was at- 
tempted in 1822, but the act did not suppress 
disorder. It was reuewed annuallydor sey- 
eral years, but utterly failed. It was again 
suspended in 1833, with a like result. Those 
who now seek in these summary processes 
the means of suppressing disorder close their 
eyes to the fact that courts cannot convict 
without evidence. On this point the Gazeite 
says:

The scene of the murder 
was @ wild anu lonely region; no police were 
present; presumably no was present who 
was not accessory to the crime. Where Ts the 
evidence to come from? The midnight murder, 
arson, tiring into dwellings, and all the otner of- 
feases committed under cover of the dark ness— 
not once in a hundred times is there any means 
of bring these crimes bome to the perpetrat- 
ors by evidence that would satisfy even a junior 
Lieutenant ata drum- head. In former Coercion 
acts it was made penal to be found out of 
betweensuanset and sunrise, and a greal deal of 
injustice was done in perry sas this provision 
out. Butarson and midnight murder went on 
notwithstanding. 

In the past history of British rule in Ire- 
land, all these expedients of foree have been 
tried and utterly failed to have any other 
effect than to excite and infuriate the people 
and widen the breach between them and the 
Government. The British Government has 
yet to learn that agitation cannot be sup- 
pressed by force; thatitis much easier to 
let an agitator talk himself out than to at- 
tempt to silence him by immisonment. In 
prison he is far more efficient in agitation 
than it left at liberty te exhaust his intem- 
perate language in appeals that must eventu- 
ally become tiresome. Every act of coercive 
legislation. followed by its forcible execution, 
while it ascomplishes no good, furnishes the 
food for agitation and furnishes a popular 
pretext for violence and secret defiante of 
the law. 

Let England conquer Ireland by being just; 
let the prisons be opened, let speech be free, 


let the land act be executed, let justice and 


fair dealing be general, and the people thus 
treated will themselves restore peace and 
order and public safety. 


Tun question of law reform can never be 
settled on just principles until it is admitted 
by the courts and the Legislature that the 
rights of the people are at least equal to 
those of convicted felons. The theory of the 
law at present seems to be that the whole 
people are liable to be falsely accused of 
crime; that prosecutions in criminal cases are 
conducted by bloodthirsty persons out of 


The average Chieago man knows that Chi- 
women are the prettiest, most fascinat- 
ing feminine creatures in the world. But 
the average Chicago man would find it diffi- 
cult to tell exactly why Chicag@ women are 
so much more beautiful and more fascinat- 
ing than the women, for example, of St. 
Louis, or New York, of OConstantinonle, or 
Berlin, og Poris, or London, or Pekin. He 
accepts the fact without trying to discover 
the reason. 

But there is one man in Chleago who has 
madea study of Chicago women. He has 
inspected them as a naturalist inspects a 
rare flower. He has brought them within 
the focus of his esthetic microscope, as it 
were, and made discoveries of minute charms 
which escape the casual glance of the vulgar, 
uneducated, masculine eye. This man is as 
modest as he is refined and discriminating. 
He does not thrust his compliments, so to 
speak, directly in the faces of the women of 
Chicago, but delicately insinuates them into 
the critical, esthetic literature of the day in 
the form of correspondence in 9 distant city 
journal. 

The Brooklyn Eagle is to be congratulated 
in the possession of a correspondent who has 
made an exhaustive study of female beauty ; 
and the correspondent is fortunate in haying 
his “lines cast in pleasant places” for the 
prosecunon of his investigations. He says 
of Chicago women: “ The type bes advanced 
gradually, but today is full-fledged.” Now, 
had our esthete been studying his sabject in 
Cincinnati, for instance, he would have been 
compelled, perhaps, to say: The type has 
advanced a trifle, but it is still pin-feathery.” 
The plumage of the Chicago female bird is 
full-grown, like a peacock’s tail at its best, 
It may be remarked, in passing, that the 
Eagle correspondént wrote before the late 
season of wet weather, The plumage of the 
Chicago beauties has perbaps been slightly 
ruffied and draggled in the rain and mud, 
but there are no pin-feathers in sight; they:

They are “ open- 
browed,” too, like the “daughters of the 
Quaker noblesse.” What a combination 6f 
charms !--the haughty pride of the Catholic 
cavaliers and the modesty of the Q.iaker 
gentry. But this is not all. The Chicago 
women are as beautiful in mold“ as the 


| blonde Viennese, and ag captivating as the 


Spaniards with their red-hot cinder-colored 
hair. Then Chieago abounds in pork, ana 
lard, and corn, and wheat—there is an abun- 
dance to eat, and our beauties are well nur- 
tured. They eat beef-steak, and pork-steak, 
and sausages, and bacon, and this generous 
diet gives them “a robust movement and 
gait, and pink complexions.” 

But alas! the Chieago beauty is not perfect! 
She has still “ to depend on time to bring her 
that ease of carriage and Junoesque sym- 
metry which find their perfection in her South 
German sister.” This almost spoils the pict- 
ure. We decline to discuss the question of 
“ ease of carriage” as unimportant, for if 
the carriage of our beauty is not easy ” she 
can get another. But if there is anything on 
which Chicago women pride themselves it is 
their symmetrical Junoesqueness. . They 
have acquired this symmetrical J unoesque- 
ness from their South German sisters,who 
are imported here in large numbers every year 
for that express purpose. The correspondent 
of the Eagle ought te know enough 
to know that the many artistic excellencies 
described by him as being possessed by Chi- 
cago women are not the result of mere blind 
chance. The superlative beauty of Chicago 
women is the result of deep design. Chi- 
cago is bound to have the best of everything, 
and long ago a society was formed here for 
the culture of female beauty. As to how the 
pin-feathers render the women of other cities 
more or less disagreeable, “ chickeny” in ap- 
pearance, it is not necessary to disclose. 

The Chicago society for the culture of fe- 
male beauty operates in secret, and we ex- 
pect to be severely denounced for betrayinz 
its counsels in the matter of importing South 
German women. But the secret is out, and 
we declare boldly that it is the purpose of the 
society to continue to import these Juno- 
esque creatures until the Hagle correspondent 
shall be constraingd to admit that their Chi- 
cago sisters are every whit as symmetrically 
Junoesque as they are, or ever were in their 
palmiest days. 

We are glad to note that our esthete con- 
cedes that, “like the Austrian, the Chicago 
woman possesses already the vivid feeling of 
the outward and sensuous, developed in a 
metropolis given, as yet, to the immediate 
concerns of liymg—that finds its play in the 
modes rather than in the atmosphere of art.“ 
This is an answer to the absurd charge that 
Chicago is exclusively devoted to cutting up 
hogs and canning beef. In “a vivid feeling 
of the outward and sensuous,” Chicago 
women are not excelled by either the brunet 
daines descended from the Catholic cavaliers 
of Baltimore or the open-browed daughters 
descended from William Penn and his com- 
patriots. Of course they are “given to the 
immediate concerns of living.” They must 
eat, or how would they acquire that sym- 


host’s pocket-books in the operation, 

and that singers are looked upon as public 
caterers, who must be worthy of their hire. 
There is no royal road to 1ausic, and it is not 
far back in history that they were only 
elassed as a pleasant sort of strollers who 
fiddied and sang for titled delectation, and 
were allowed to eat at second tables. The 
profession has made some advance 
since James’ time, but i has not 
yet reached that distinction usually accorded 
foreign Princes, South-Sea-Island Kings, and 
Land-Leaguers, and Chiefs of Fire Depart- 
ments, of receptions by Mayors. In New 
York, Patti succeeded, after considerable 
trouble, in being escorted upon the stage by 
a Mayor, and there was an attempted coro- 
nation and a reading of an address, and our 
readers will remember what a silly muss was

ney, in the simplicity of their Yankee soula, 
eoncluded to escort each other into the hail, 
and did so to the delight of the audience, 
who were glad to see some one, whether 
escorted or not. Having refused every one’s 
escort which was available, it followed that 
the warbler had to wing her way in alone;

That everlasting Cary, who, in spite of her 
good nature, always seems to get some one 
else into trouble, had preémpted Patti’schair!

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THE IRISH QUESTION. 


A Well-Considered, Calm, and Dignified 
Letter from Col. W. P. Bend in Reply 
to the Irish-American Club’s Resolu- 
tions. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

Cm AO, Dec. 31,—It is a sad but most lament- 
able fact that a spirit of intolerance, often 
times fierce and unreasoning, influences and 
governs Irishmen in their actions towards one 
another whea their opinions on any important 
subject come in conflict. Honest convictions, 
even when true and resting on logical reasons 
running counterto the prevailing prejudices, 
are treated by this intolerant spirit with de- 
rision and answered not by rational argument, 
but by outbursts of revengeful passion. As an 
Imshman 1 deepiy deplore this sad defect of 
our character, and especially as it has been one 
of the chiet causes of many of the misfortunes 
of oumpast unhappy history. K has divided and 
weakened us, and ieft us the prey of a united 
foreign enemy. Let an Irishman in this coun- 
try cut himself loose from the political associa- 
tions to which his countrymen have tenaciously 
clung in the past and leave their chosen party, 
he is at once denounced as if he were a common 
“enemy,” and followed in his departure by 
abuse as vile as if he had committed some great 
crime. 

The assertion of manly self-independence en- 
couraged by every other peopie is here frowned 
upon. and he who ever dares to exercise it in op- 
position to the cherished notions or preju dices 
in the diseussion of subjects that properly be- 
long to hovest debate finds himself at once the 
target of abuse and vituperation. 

A certain ciass of our people are ever ready 
to raise the outcry against intolerance when 
they are its victims, but towards themselves 
they know but little of tolerahon. These re- 
marks, preliminary in the discussion of a sub- 
ject now dividing thé opinions of the Irish peo- 
pie on both sides ef the Atlantic, are made with 
the view of calling the attention ot those of my 
countrymen who may chance to read this letter 
to an unfortunate failing of our disposition, 
with the hope that its remembrance may cause 
this discussion to be treated with reason and 
fairness and not with anger and injustice, 

In my private letter on the subgject of the 
dangers and eviis of the no-rent policy as ap- 
plied to Irish affairs, written to Archbishop Mo- 
Quaid, and which at bis request was given to 
the press for general publicity a few days ago, 
certain strong but unques biy true asser- 
tions made therein have through false 
interpretation and entirely pg application, a 
feeling of irritauon to certain of my friends and 
acquaintatices who are thoroughly bonorabie 
men, and men of the bighest integrity and re- 
speotability. Some felt that I intended to attack 
them, when in fact I did not have them in my 
mind at all, and was simply assall certain

The. remains of the late Henry C. Weatworth 
were yesterday conveyed to their last resting- 
place. The funeral services, which were beld 
at tho First Congregational Church, corner of 
Washington and Ann streets, at 12:45 p. m., were 
of a most impressive and solemn nature. The 
elegant and commodious church contained sev- 
eral hundred of Chicago's railroad and business 
men, together with many friends of the de- 
ceased from a distance, who had come to pay 
their last respects to the lamented dead. The 
floral tributes which decked the altar anda 
number of tables were evidences of the great 


esteem and love in which the deceased was held 


among those who had occasion to come in con- 
tact with him. These tributes were not only 
very numerous, but were singularly rich and 
beautiful, and excelled any display that has ever 
been witnessed here on a similar occasion. The 
richest and most conspicuous offering 
was that from the passenger-men of this 
city, which, according to Mr. Reissig, the florist, 
was the most elaborate and costly affair of the 
kind he was ever engaged to compose, It rep- 
resented a tunnel, into which a railroad train 
was seen entering. The tunnel and passenger 
coach were of camelias, carnations, tearoses, 
calias, and tuberoses. The keystone of the tun- 
nel's arch was inscribed in violets with the 
number “46"—the age of the On 
the rear platform of the last car were the in- 
itials H. C. W., also in violets. The railroad 
track was of smilax, the ties of white carna- 
tions, and the rails of violets. The beautiful 
design wae six fect in length and noariy four 
feet in hight. Another costly and nificent 
tribute was that from the rs -employés 
of the Michigan Central Ralirvad. It repre- 
sented an immense cross and anchor. surmount- 
ed by a crown of cawelias, carnations, tube- 

alias, and was over five feet bigh.

Moore. The services were of a most impressive 
nature, aud the Rev. Mr. E. P. Goodwin's te- 
marks were unusually eloquent. The reverend 
geoticman began by saying that a good mau was 
dead, and his deatb was a public calamity. Such 
men were the piliars upon which oty 8 
and the bulwarks by which it was protected. It 
was not that they were simply lost, for men 
lived after death; but there was a peculiar con- 
sciousness of a that peculiar spell aad 
power which moved ail hearts. Men were con- 
scious of the fact that, when a good man de- 
purted, they suffered a great personal loss. To 
take away such men as the deceased 
from the various pursuits in life, was to take 
away those upon whom the weifare of com- 
munities rested.

The Chickasaw Indians Opposed to Al- 
lowing the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Balilroad to Pass Through Their Ter- 
ritory.

Lrrrin Rock, Ark., Dec. 31.—Intelligence bas 
just reached here from the Indian Territory to 
too effect that the léading Indians of the Chic¥- 
asaw Nation have taken steps to have the recefit 
grant of right-of-way through their country to 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad declared 
nulland void. Gen. Overton will proceed at 
once to Washington, and lay the matter before 
the Secretary of the Interior. It will be remem- 
bered that the bill granting the privilege to the 
company of constructing a road through the 

Indian country passed the Choctaw Nation 

by a very. small majority. The Chick- 

asaw authorities claim they were not 
consulted by the Choctaw authorities or the 
agent of the Indian Department before the bill 
passed the Council of the latter nation. There- 
fore they protest against the grant, and believe 
they have syfficient cause to set it aside. Many 
inhabitants of the Choctaw Nation are ajso 
vigorously protesting against the grunt, claim- 
that the bill was passed through fraud and 
misrepresentation on the partof the railroad 
company: Altogether, it seems likely that the 
company will bave trouble in securing right-of- 
way through the Chickasaw country, as the Cnick - 
asaws claim that any proposition affecting the 
joint property of themselves and the Cbhoctawa, 
as does this question, must be submitted to each 
separately. It is understood that Jay Gould's 
attempt to secure the right-of-way for his road 
through the nation has proven futile. The In- 
dians are represented as being considerably 
agitated regarding the action of the ruilways.

THE HUMANE SOCIETY. 
ITS WORK DURING THE PAST YEAR. 

The following condensed summary of the 
werk of the Illinois Humane Society during the 
past year will be of interest to its many friends 
and supporters as well as the general public. 
The number of complaints received at the office 


and investigated by the agenis of the society, . 


was 789, exclusive of hundreds of cases found 
upon the streets and elsewhere, which were cor- 
rected at the time and without record. Of these 
recorded cases 498 were for abuse of animals, 
270 for cruelty toor criminal negiect of children, 
and twenty-one for abuse of the aged or imbe- 
cile, or for throwing broken glass or 
other material dangerous to horses 
into streets and alleys. Ove hundred and four- 
teen were prosecuted in thé courts. Convic- 
tions were secured in ninety-eight of these, and 
in sixteen cases tne suits were diamissed or pros-

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks were not active and prices tended 
steadily downward. Wabash did not gain any- 
thing in price by the announcement that Jay 
Gould “had been elected President. Solon 
Humphreys retires, nominally on account of his 
beaith, really because he was not considered a 
competent President by the Gould party, who 
have so great a stake in the road. 

Pullman sold as high as 137 in the morning. 
Later it was reported at 120 bid and 134 asked, 
and sales were made at 182% and 133%. Two 
meetings have been held in New York be- 
tween representatives of the Pullman 
Company and the Wagner Company 
to arrange tor a consolidatuon. President 
Pullman was reported to us, on good 
authority, to haye said that nothing had yet come 
of the meeting, and that nothing may come of 
it.” Tho consolidation is not a new idea; it has 
been under considerauon for a good many 
months. Negotiations for this object were be- 
«un in the ea port of 1880, and Senator Wan- 
ner, who was here asa delegate to the Kepub- 
lican Nadonal Convention, discussed the matter 
at chat time with friends bere. Hitherto efforts 
to bring about a union have failed because of 
the exorbitant vaiuation put on their assets by 
the Wagner people. Both the Vanderbilt and the 
Pullman interests are known to be aesirous of ef- 
fecting the combination. Mr. D. O. Mills is active- 
ly engaged io furthering it. and he reports that 
Mr. Vanderbilt Wishes it. The Wagner party are 
snid to be much more sanguine than the Pull 
mans that the companies will be brought to- 
gether. The Puliman stock is mainly in the 
hands of very strong men in Chicago—outside of 
some speculative holdings, which have been 
mucb reduced by the recent course of the quo- 
tations—and they will not consent to any impo- 
sition, nor to be swallowed alive by the Vander- 
bilt crowd, even for the sake of harmony.“ 

The Vanderbilt stocks were the weak spot of 
the market. New York Central sold lower than 
it bas done fe? over a year, and Lake Shore was 
pressed down. Mr. Gould tells his New York 
following that Lake Shore will sell at par, and 

that much lower prices than the present ones 
will de made for New York Central. 

A good deal of stock was sold on account of 
the indisposition of operators to carry it over 
into the new year. 

Some of the shrewdest observers of the staid 
market predict aserious decline this month. 
While slender marginsand weak holders have 
been obliterated, there is a good deal of stock 
held by stout but discouraged bulls, who are 
look mg for the January rise to float them off. 
So much has been said about the enormous dis- 
bursemeuts to be made this month, and the prob- 
ability of a large advance in stocks that a great 
mary of the old heads are quite pre a ed to see 
the rket go the other way. But to give a 
perf@ctly fair view of the market, itis at the 

time necessary to state chat a great many 
investors think prices have reached a solid basis, 
and are buying good stock.

The Patti Concerts, 

The great musical event of the coming week, 
and in many respects of the season, will be 
the appearance at Haverly’s Theatre of Mme. 
Adelina Patti in a compound entertainment 
consistiag of one part concert and one part 
opera. Whatever may be said of the mem- 
bers of the company gupporting the re- 
nowned prima donna, there is no disput- 
ing ber rank fu the lyric world. Her artistic 
career has been a series of triumphs, and none 
have disputed her overshadowing merits as a 
singer. In sensuous qualities Patti's voice is 
undoubtedly superior to any voice in the world. 
Her vocalization is faultless, and when to the 
perfecuion of art is added natural power of the 
highest order, we have the first of living oper- 
atic singers. As an actress she bas not perhaps 
been accorded equally bigh rank because not 
equally well adapted to act all the roles she sings. 
But in every part within ber grasp ber superior 
ability bas beén universally recognized. 

Mme. Patti's appearance in this country this 
season was under unfortunate circumstances, 
and her representative totally misapprehended 
the temper of the American people. Her visit 
here is a commercial venture, and the mistake 
committed in the beginning was speedily rec- 
tified. Under Mr. Abbey’s management prices 
were lowered, an orchestra eagaged. and in- 
stead of merely hearing a great prima donna iu 
two or three concert numbers, an act from some 
one of the half dozen operas in Patti's repertory 
was added as the second half of the program, 
and the public were afforded an opportunity to 
hear the lyric artist in tho field where she bas 
won all herlaurels. Tuesday evening next Mme. 
Patti will give ber first concert at Haverley’s 
Theatre in this city, and, unless her program is 
changed between now and then, will sing “Ab 
Fors 6 Lut” from La Traviata.“ the ballads by 
Bishop, “Home, Sweet Home,” also Comin' 
thre’ the Rye.” The second part of the pro- 
gram will consist of the third act of Aida.“ 
with costumes and appropriate scenery, Siwnor 
Nicolini taking the tenor role. The other 
members of the troupe are Signors Montegriffo 
and Pinto, Mile. Castellan, violinist, and Signori 
Bettiniand Densoni. The second concert will 
take place Thursday evening, when the tbird 
act of Faust will be given., and at the Satur- 
day matines the fourth act of Trovatore. 
The sale of seats has been very large, amount- 
ing to over $10,000 the first two days, and there 
is no doubt of crowded houses at each entertain- 
meut. 


“The suake- Charmer.“ 

Commencing Jan: d the Bijou Theatre com- 
pany of New York will give at the Grand 
Opera-House Audran’s new opera of “The 
Snake-Charmer,” or, as it was frst called, Tne 
Great Mogul.” The advance sale of seats for 
this comic opera frum the pen of the composer 
of *“QOlivette” begias on Thursday. The opera 
is in three acts, and the story is of a Prince of 
Delhi who falls in love with a pretty saake- 
charmer, the niece of a wandering showman. 
The Prince has a cousin who is herseif in love 
with the Prince, and who bears with consider- 
able anger the latter's declaration that he in- 
tends to marry the charmer of snakes. The 
Prince has a uecklace which wiil remain white 
until he falls in love. Suddenly one morning 
the necklace is found to be biack; the Prince is 
banished, and the Princess takes his place as 
heir to the throne. The Prince returns in dis- 
guise, learns that the necklace which so 
mysteriousiy changed its color was not the 
real one, whereupon he reveals bis identity 
to his “snake-charmer,.” and is promptly 
discarded by her for supposed infidelity, and she 
even informs him that she will marry an ador- 
ing Chinese juggier, and that he had better fly 
the reaim and save bis head. There are many 
minor complications in the play, but it finally 
ends satisfactorily, and the Prince becomes the 
life possessur of a “‘snake-charmer.” Costumes 
and gcenery are to be brought from the New 
York theatre, and with Dolaro and Russell in 
the cast the opera should draw as well here as it 
has in the East. 


Central Musiec-Hall. 

The brief opera season of the Emelie Melville 
opera company at Central Music-Hal! has not 
been altogether productive of barmony and 
“concourse of sweet sounds.” Only two operas 
were given—* Pinafore”. and “ Patience’’— 
“Boccaccio,” although advertised, being 
omitted. As this is one of the best rendered of 
the operas in the repertory of this company its 
omission is a matter of regret, al- 
though the reason why it was not put 
on can be easily understood. The Music-Hull 
is very poorly adapted for dramatic perform- 
ances, and Boceaccio”" requires scenic facill- 
ties for its proper interpretation. The company 
has done its share of the work well, although in 
the presence of a discouragingly small number 
of auditors at every performance. As we have 
often said before, it is one of the best equipped 
organizations for the class of work it attempts 
that we have seen this scason. It is a matter of 
regret that it should have iowered the prestige 
already won here Jy a week of such bad busi- 
ness, or rather no business at all. Some legal 
complications as to salaries and hall-hire and 
advertising bills—bilis which are apt to be re- 
garded by musicians as something entirely be- 
neath their notice—clouded their last entertain- 
ments. Mr. Henderson's seizure of the music, 
etc., was probably a device to retain 
possession of this most important ad- 
junct of the performances where the 
Company could find it when wanted and 
where more relentiess suitors could not lay 
hands upon it, “corrupt and steal” it, We do 
not understand that the real management of the 
organizavion is affected by these suits, or that 
the hitherto prosperous career of the company 
is likely to be brought to an abrupt conclusion.

Fashions in Fans.

No toilet is complete without that useful and 
elegant ornament—the fan. Of course, the 
garbiture is a point of importance to the crit- 
ically dressed, and on nothifg has greater pro- 
fusion of taste, fancy, expense, and skill been 
lavished, in all ages, than on the fan. No more 
appropriate offering of compliment, friendship, 
or love can be selected. The fansof the pres- 
ent time are of @ moderate and convenient size. 
The newest are but the old styles renewed. 
These are as rich and varied in coloring as in 
the days when Kings were ministers of fashions, 
and everything pertaining to dress was costly 
and showy, elegant and careless. There is as 
much vanity in fashioning the fan now as then, 
but taste is not outragel by incongruities. 
Everything is in perfect harmony, the colors 
blend admirably, and the universal rule which 
now governs dress, as everything else, protects 
us from vulgar loudness. The present styles are 
particularly bright and gay. Buta few months 
ago ladies of all ages, in full dress, could be seen 
at the opera swaying rich, biack-satin, lace- 
eaged fans with costly sticks, while a 
spray of flowers, or trailing vine, 
hand-painted, alone relieved the sombre 
black., These fans were very handsome, 
and were considered quite recherche with full 
evening costume, and were in greater favor 
than any Others. Fashion now decrees that 
hand-painted fans shall no longer be used; black 
has civen place to brilliant colors. 
ture is simply superb—rich and 
is now preferred to feather 
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Some very beautiful ones are shown of tinted 
satin. Peeping between the tolds are intricacies 
ot soft thread, boniton, or some other rich lace. 
The sticks are of exquisit pearl. A magnificent 
white satin one, shown among other articies of 
virtu, was almost lost in a cloud of soft thread 
luce, while the sticks were of ivory pierced and 
set with brilliauts. This takes us back to tne 
old days when, as Curran said, “a fan was a 
fan.” It is now the mode to use the fan a trifle 
more conspicuously, a little leas languidly, thau 
heretofore, but always gracefully. As in the 
old days a fan should be a part of the toilet, 
pretty and inexpensive or elegant, as the cos- 
tume requires. It would be excessively bad 
taste for a lady to use a satin-and-lace fan with 
demi- toilet. 

li is certainly amusing when looking back at 
the bistory of fans to see the diferent styles and 
uses to which this wonderful invention has been 
subjected. Queens, princesses, nobie ladies, were 
ali versed in the language of the fan, while 
kings, princes, lords, councilors, and courtiers 
all interpreted its meaning almost at a giance. 
What a soul-stirring sight our ancestors must 
have presented with those evormous fans which 
are represented as being often not less than a 
yard wide. “Women are armed with fans as 
men with sworda,” the former doing as much 
execution in their way as the latter. The most 
marvelous and effective exercise of the ſau, and 
the most difficult to learn, it is said, was what is 


called the flutter of the fan. This accomplish- 
ment was as necessary in the days of our grand- 
mothers as music is in our day. No man was 
more truly wretched than he whose miud could 
not comprebend the scientitic signs which were 
capable of expressing any emotion which can 
agitate the human breast, and no woman more 
wretched at that period than she who could not 
perform the extraordinary futter. There was 
the merry flutter, the 
timorous flutter, the 
flutter.” 


modest flutter, the 
confused futter, the amorous 
is further dectared upon au- 
authority, that one could tell, by merely seeing 
the fan of a disciplined lady whether she were 
laughing. or frowning, or blushing at the mo- 
ment. ‘This was, in truth, a wonderful medium 
through which to Gare end read the secret 
feelings. Words were not required in those 
days. An interchange ot thoughts, emotions, 
and sentiments was a common thing between 
beaux and belles, and we can fancy how — 
our grandmothers and grandfathers courted, 
and how much easier it must have been to have 
answered to the old, old story while the pieading 
gallant was on beuded knee, looking upon the 
— face with an expectaut, wishful look, 
with a finutter of the fan, than to have spoken 
the words never so softiy. Fashion has to be 
blamed for many extravaganves—the golden 
tettors of ove are, and the huge coiffure of 
another—but one must applaud when, at another 
period, it legisiates to curtail the supertiuous 
width and depth of the fan. in Queen Eliza- 
beth's day, fans were a waving group of feath- 
ers, with jeweled baadles. otwithstanding 
their immense size they were considered 
graceful and elegant. “Those of the Spec- 
tator's day were large, substantial, elabor- 
ate affairs.“ As these were the days of 
intrigue and vanity. it is not surprising that a 
nobie lady should visit entertainments without 
the knowledve of her lord in company with an 
admirer, and not be thougbt very ill of. The 
freedom of the age was such that the noble lord 
would not perhaps have troubled himself much 
about the contretemps, bemg pleasantly en- 
gaged Himself, had not bis wife's conduct been 
remarked. Dreading the ridicule attaching in 
such cases to anything like publicity, he was 
obliged to appear disple and jealous. He 
therefore showed his concern by following her 
on one occasion to a fete to which she had gone 
attended by her lover. As he entered the brill- 
iantly-lighted bali-room. his wife, who was sit- 
ting near the entrance, espied him. With a 
sudden impulse se raised der fan, and witha 
dexterous motion spread it to its full capacity. 
The movement saved der. The disappointed 
busband walked sadly from the room, while the 
wife ana ber companion sat bigbly amused and 
completely concealed by the enormous propor- 
tions of ber jeweled fan. How many times this 
same thing has been done the historian 
does not tell, but in all probability it 
was not unusual Mme. de Maiutenon 
bad a fan on which her own apart 
ment was represented to the life. The King 
appeared employed at his desk, Mme. de Main- 
tenon spinning, the Duchess of Burgundy at 
play. and Mile. d’'Aubigny, niece to — de 
Maintenon, at her collation. 

The Duchess of Portsmouth always carried a 
fan, of which she had a. very fine and handsome 
collection. At the time of Sachenerell's trial 
* nothi was seen on the fang of the High- 
Church ladies but pictorial representations of 
Westminster Hall at the time of the trial, with 
the meek and interesti victim at the bar.” 
All the fans at the church and opera testified 
the delight of the fashionable world at the pro- 
duction of anything which pleased. Political 
emblems were so rife in those belligerent days 
that a lady’s opinions were known the moment 
she opened her fan. Politics, tasts, and opin- 
ions all declared themselves at once. Many cel- 
ebrated artists are spoken of as having com- 
menced life as fan-painters. Miss Burney men- 
tions several beautiful fans which she saw at 
Sir Joshua Reynolds’, They were inted on 
leather by Paygi from desigus of West, Reyn- 
olds, Cipriani, and others, which, she 
says, “were more delightful than can 
well be imagined.” No fashionable lady 
ever appeared without a fan from the time of 
rising to the time of retiring, and each lady pos- 
sessed a great number, all more or less costly. 
Scenes and songs from the opera were painted 
on many. The bandies were often splendidly , 
mounted in diamonds, while jeweled sticks of 
less value were common. The Duchess of York 
displayed a fan composed entirely of diamonds, 
mounted in ivory. The sticks were set with 
brilliantsin a mosaic pattern, and the outside 
ones with a single row of diamonds, while’ very 
large brilliants fastened the fan at the bottom. 
Lady Bolingbroke received a fan asa present 
with all the principal scenes from the celebrated 
i pay “Gulliver's Travels,” painted on both 
sides. 

Can any one Imagine a more inspiring picture 
than a stately dame, with stiff, frizzied tiers of 
curls, swaying an enormous fan a yard across 
with graceful dignity? It must have been an 
art, indeed, to have bendied a fan of such di- 
mensions with gra There was an excuse for 
Queen Elizabeth to allow Liecester to be her 
lady’s maid, if only to fetch ber fans, which 
were altogether too weighty for weaker hands. 
Waipole was said to be a connoisseur in the se- 
lection of fans, and frequently made presents of 
fans to his friends.. ö 

The fan is undoubtedly an instrument of co- 
quetry at the present day, or in its present do- 
generated condition, as our grandmothers would 
say. We nd many maidens who can flirt the 
fan, if they do not usderstand the oid-time 
flutter. Ik these fans dave yielded in 7 
tion and magnificence as well to those of Eliza- 
beth’s time they are still very beautiful, useful, 
elegant, and graceful, if p used.

This comparative falling off in the 
totai number of arrests ie due to the abandon- 
ment of the practice of sweeping arrests of 
houses of ili-fame apd gaming-houses, whicn 
used to be conducted on a much larger scaie 
iu other years, and which naturally contributed 
to éwellthe total of arrests. Considering the 
fact that the effective police force is little, if 
any, larger now than it was ten years ago, the 
work done is very fair. 

One thing more on this subject of criminal 
cowparisons. The number of murders which 
occurred in this city last year was thirty-six. 
The population of Chicago was then 508,000, The 
total number of murders which occurred in the 
City of Paris durmg 1380 was fifty-one. Paris 
us a population of 2,000,000. In London, with 
its larger population, the number of murders 
was smaller than in Paris. These figures would 
indicate that, us fur as this gravest offense is 
concerned.
